If a comparatively large sup- 
ply of these grades is offered the re- 
sult is inevitably low prices, 

Notwithstanding last season's lower 
prices in the general niarket, the de- 
partment succeeded in finding exe el- 
lent sales for the best grade of butter, 
which the average price realized 
(28.45e) will show. 


The average prices realized by the 
individual creameries for the butter 
sold through the departinent for the 


whole season ranged from 28,08 cents 
to 22.41 cents per pound, according to 
quality, 

The average price for all the butter 
sold was 26.69 cents per pound, as 
against 27.29 for the same period of 
last year. This must be regarded as 
a very fair showing when it is con- 
sidered that butter was offered freel; 
on the general market for about two 
cents less per lb, than a year ago dur- 
ing the same months.
